Several notables were set down for tbo 
voyage, among wbleb were General Bbermsu, 
lkctbcr, Magiiln Mitchell aud otbers, but souse, 
how they " Billed lo eouneAl" The company 
numbers, howovei, about eighty, balling from 
all parts of the country. Including seven persons 
from the lily of Cleveland. No accldeul has a» 
>el happened to 'any ol the passengers. The 
steamer, at la*t advices, the 7th Instant, was ut 
Aleiaudrla, iu Egypl, bound for Gibraltar, hav- 
ing nude the circuit of the Mediterranean and 
ihc Black seas, lauding at Spain, France, Italy, 
Greece, Rome, Aalia Minor aud Palestine, visit- 
Ing the uiosl Interesting and historical places.— 
This is, perhaps, tbe first pleasure party ever or- 
garniied for so extensive a Held of olucrvstion, 
and Its good fortune la likely to lead to future 
expeditious and enterprises of a similar char- 
acter :

We 
have made some very plea$aut visits among the 
missionaries—Dr. Schaufter and wife, who live at 
tlie Bospliurus, about six miles, at Burbeck ; Mr. 
aud Mrs Wushliurn, who live opposite, at Kur- 
dalli, and down the sea of Marmorl, Dr. and Mrs. 
Riggs 
The Dr Is busy translating tbe old Tes- 


tament. We have also met two or three mission- 
aries wbo bave just come out. Miss Norcross and 
Mrs. Baldwin.' They wero tbe lalics who had 
such a lough time ou the coast of Ireland, their 
vessel being taken for a Fenian ship. 


Tbo baz iars are the brightest features of tbe 


city; the mosques are dingy affairs; outside of 
the city the country is as barren as a desert lor 
miles around. The Turks are awfully shiftless 
in their habits, aud"do everything in the hardest 
wa>. We saw them working on tbe road with 
wooden shovels, plowing with wooden plows, 
and making brick by hand. We do uot see so 
much of Oriental costumes as we were led to ex- 
pect, still there ib every variety of dress. Many 
of the Turks dress in the American.style, with 
the inception ol a red Ic? (cap); the Turkish 
tallies need not be quite so particular to vtil their 
fiecb, foi those we have seen are anything bul 
li uidbonic. Tbe population of the city is over a 
million, but the iidjtccnt lowns arc embraced in 
this tytinialc. We visited Scutoil to sec the per- 
formances ol the Howling Dervislies.whicb were 
very comical. 
We, were obliged lo Mkc off our 


chocs beiore entering the place of religious wor- 
ship Ihe DervlshcB sit upon bhecpbUns ou the 
floor, aud rock their hodict, fiom side to side, 
chanting or shouting at the yaruc tlulf:, for the 
pel lnd ol fifteen minutes. Then they change 
their pObitlon, standing up, and bi.udimf forward 
making a right-vnglo with their lower limbs, 
swaying ft om side te-side. The high priest sits 
upon a pl'itlorm at ttlo end of tho room, and the. 
Deni'-licB kiis his hand before they take their' 
[il.ioib in their ranks. The cxeleises close by 
pi iLiug little children on tho floor flat on their 
faeis, the Dei \bbcs walking over their back*.— 
The walls nf tbe looms ire covered with Turkish 
and"Anttilc Inscriptions, aud iHingVlth tanjbor- 
Ines. Tin re was tin unpleasant odor of dlj-ly 
feet In the bull, vvbli.li v.e were glad to cstijpe 
fiom. 


The Kirj Dcpailluetil ol this clly Is In a rather 


crude state.' A signal lower ti-th In what locnli- 
ty the flic Is; Ibe engine Is about as largVas a 
washing machine. The 111 emeu wiur nothing 
but pants, and when running, prescul a ralher 
open appearance; tbe water is supplied Ins 
leathern jug by wulcr canters, of,course, they 
never put out a tiro, and many spols In Slamboul 
are burned over. Tbe famous Turkish bstb 1 
have tried tb toy sttlsfsction; tbe'poetry Is all 
oul of II lor rap. There are oil wells In thl. 
country, tu Moldavl i, but they arc not of ranch 
account, because there arc no rilincrica. The 
Chrlstian<ml»siouary cause makes alow i regress 
hem; the people are all bi-nt on money making. 
If the Turks aac all to be converted first, il seems 
to me that the inillenleuro Is a good way off We 
paid a visit to the mosque of 81. Sophia; we took 
passage in a very lino caique, which you will un- 
derstand to be a f mall rowing boat, with crim 
sou cushions and canopy, aud two Turks as ours- 
men, dressed In white except their red fcs,(cap) 
which was wound with white, forming a turban. 
Crossing the Golden Horn, wo look a Turkish 
carriage to St Sophia. 1 his famous edifice was 
commenced ic the reign .of Constantino, before 
the estiibiinhmeilt of the Molianicdau religion, 
and was centuries In building 
It Is In the form 


of u Greek cross, with a circular dome over Ihe 
centre, and four semi-circjilar ones; four or live 
minarets were added to convert it inlo a mosque. 
These are very slender, poinlcd Loners, near Ihe 
lop of which are 'one or more circular galleries
